$496,000 is hereby appropriated for the acquisition of land and 
the construction, reconstruction, alteration and enlargement of

County buildings and to meet said appropriations the County 
Commissioners are hereby authorized to issue $496,000 bonds 
of the County or such part thereof they may determine to be 
necessary after deducting any sums available for such purposes 
from the United States or others. The vote passed October 28, 
1954 authorizing a like amount of bonds is hereby rescinded.” 

A discussion of the motion ensued. 

Mr. Pickett of Keene moved the previous question, which 
motion was duly seconded. On viva voce this motion was car- 
ried. 

On vote taken by secret ballot the motion of Mr. Sweeney 
carried, 22 voting in the affirmative and 9 voting in the nega- 
tive.

$515.00 appropriated by the 1953 Delegation and carried on 
the county books as a lability, be added to the $2,500.00 appro- 
priated in the 1955 budget for the Court House Parking Area. 

On motion, duly seconded, it was voted that the sum of 
$43,000.00 be deducted from the amounts to be raised in the 
Budget, being estimated income from the departments and 
that the remainder, $217,777.00 be raised by taxation. 

On motion, duly seconded, it was voted that $6,000.00 be. 
appropriated from surplus funds to the Capital Reserve Fund. 

On motion, duly seconded, it was voted to appropriate the 
sum of $4,500.00 to meet interest payments coming due in 1955 
on the proposed bond issue relating to construction of the new 
County Home. 

On motion, duly seconded, it was voted to adjourn.

An adjourned special meeting of the Cheshire County Con- 
vention was held at the Court House in Keene, on Friday, Aug- 
ust 12, 1955 at 7:15 P. M. with the following members present: 
Post, Thomas, Smith, Perry, Haley, Kirk, McCullough, Whee- 
ler, Bennett, Brown, Terrill, Lane of Swanzey, Ballam, Rhodes, 
Billings, Thompson, Codding, Faulkner, Waling, Carlton, 
Brown of Marlow and Bouvier. Delegates to the convention 
present were: Tillson, Bemis, Tolman, Whitney, Ellis, Lane of 
Stoddard, and Swett. The chairman declared a quorum pres- 
eth. 

In the absence of Mr. Lang, Mr. Lane of Swanzey served as 
clerk pro tempore. The call of the meeting was read and the 
chairman explained that the meeting was called by vote of the 
majority of the members at the meeting on July 21, 1955. The 
minutes of the meeting held on July 21, 1955 were accepted 
as read. 

The Chairman reporting for the Building Committee stated 
that the committee recommended the Woodward Home prop- 
erty as the site for the County infirmary and that the Robert- 
son property and the Bergeron property were its second and 
third choices respectively. 

Mr. Thomas moved, seconded by Mr. Bemis, that the report 
of the building committee be accepted and that the building 
committee be authorized and directed to proceed with the con- 
struction and reconstruction of the County buildings as voted 
by the convention, and that said committee be empowered to 
perform all acts necessary to that end. 


Mr. Smith moved that further consideration of Mr. Thomas’ 
motion be indefinitely postponed but subsequently withdrew 
his motion. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, seconded by Mr. McCullough, it 
was voted that Mr. Thomas’ motion be laid on the table. Vote 
on this motion showed 15 in favor and 14 opposed. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, seconded by Mr. McCullough, it was 
voted that all further progress on new County buildings be 
postponed for 30 days for study of the cost of remodeling the 
present Westmoreland buildings and a committee of two to be 
nominated from the floor to serve with the 3 County Commis- 
sioners and the Chairman of the delegation. A roll call vote 
was taken with the following results: Voting in favor: Post, 
Smith, Wheeler, Haley, McCullough, Codding, Brown of Keene, 
3rown of Marlow, Ballam, Rhodes, Billings, Thompson, Lane 
of Stoddard, Swett, Tillson. Voting against: Perry, Thomas, 
Kirk, Bennett, Faulkner, Waling, Carlton, Terrill, Lane of 
Swanzey, Lane, Bemis, Tolman, Whitney, Ellis. 

Mr. Thomas moved, seconded by Mrs. Tolman, that the vote 
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passed at a previous meeting to establish the building com- 
mittee be hereby rescinded. 7 members having voted in favor 
and 17 against, the motion was lost. 

Mr. Thomas tendered his resignation from the Building Com- 
mittee. 

The chairman declared a five minute recess, after which the 
convention reassembled. 

Nominations to the special committee were opened, and the 
names of Mr. Smith and Mr. McCullough were placed in nom- 
ination. There being no further nominations the chairman de- 
clared that these members would so serve. 

Mr. Faulkner tendered his resignation as chairman of the 
convention and the vice-chairman, Mr. Rhodes presided. On 
motion duly seconded it was voted not to accept the chairman’s 
resignation, and the chairman subsequently resumed as pre- 
siding officer. 

On motion of Mr. Brown of Keene, seconded by Mr. Thomas, 
it was voted that the convention reconsider its vote whereby it 
adopted Mr. Smith’s motion to postpone progress on new coun- 
tv buildings and to appoint a committee. The vote on this 
question was 15 in favor and 13 against. 

Mr. Rhodes moved, duly seconded, that the convention ad- . 
journ. 9 persons having voted in favor of the motion and 18 
having voted against, the motion was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas, seconded by Mr. Bennett, it was 
voted that further consideration of Mr. Smith’s motion to post- 
pone progress on new county buildings and to appoint a com- 
mittee, be postponed indefinitely. The vote on this question 
was 15 in favor and 138 against. 

On motion of Mr. Waling, seconded by Mr. Bemis, it was 
voted that Mr. Thomas’ motion be taken from the table. The 
vote on this question was 15 in favor and 10 against. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas, seconded by Mr. Bemis, it was 
voted that the report of the building committee be accepted 
and that the building committee be authorized and directed 
to proceed with the construction and reconstruction of county 
buildings as voted by convention, and that said committee be 
empowered to perform all acts necessary to that end. A roll 
call vote was taken with the following results. Voting in 
favor: Thomas, Perry, Haley, Kirk, Bennett, Waling, Carlton, 
Terrill, Lane of Swanzey, Bouvier, Tolman, Whitney, Ellis. 
Voting against: Post, Smith, McCullough, Wheeler, Codding, 
Brown of Marlow, Ballam, Rhodes, Billings, Thompson, Tillson, 
Lane of Stoddard, Swett. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas, duly seconded, it was voted that 
the membership of the building committee be enlarged to in- 
clude the County Commissioners and four additional members 
of the convention to be appointed by the chairman, so that said 
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committee shall include eleven members. The chairman subse- 
quently reappointed Mr. Thomas and appointed Mrs. Tolman, 
Mrs. Perry, Mr. Bennett and Mr. Bemis to the building com- 
mittee. 

On motion of Mr. Thomas, duly seconded, it was voted that 
the site for the new Cheshire County infirmary be on the 
Woodward Home property so-called, on Maple Avenue in 
Keene, and that the building committee acquire a tract of 
sufficient size there for the purposes of this program. The re- 
quirement as voted at the October 23, 1954 meeting relating 
to sewer facilities is hereby rescinded. 

On motion ot Mr. Codding, duly seconded, it was voted to 
adjourn.

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the citizens of Cheshire County : 


In keeping with the statutes of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners present their annual report for the 
vear of 1955, 
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1955 has been a very busy year as far as the County Com- 
missioners are concerned, particularly as there has been the 
question of whether or not to build a new infirmary. There 
was a public meeting held for discussion of the building of this 
proposed infirmary, at which time a written vote was taken of 
those present. The result was 148 opposed and 3 in favor. 

Because of that vote there was a committee appointed, con- 
sisting of the long range committee, the commissioners, and 
the chairman of the County delegation, to make a study of the 
feasibility of improving the present buildings at the county 
farm. 

One engineer from Massachusetts has looked the buildings 
over, and feels that they are fundamentally very sound, and 
could be remodeled very satisfactorily. He stated that the lo- 
cation, in his opinion, is ideal for this type of institution. There 
will be another engineer who will soon look over the buildings. 

The superintendent, Mr. Baker, and the matron, Mrs. Saw- 
ver, both resigned as of July 15, 1955. The Commissioners were 
very fortunate in being able to hire Mr. and Mrs. McGirr as 
superintendent and matron. Mr. McGirr has a lot of executive 
experience, which we find very useful. Mrs. McGirr is a regis- 
tered nurse, and had five years previous experience in county 
infirmaries. 

We have been fortunate in having registered nurses on duty 
at the infirmary. We also have a doctor who visits our farm 
twice a week, as well as at any other time that he is needed. 
This has been the program for many years. 

There have been several suggestions made for remodeling 
and rearranging the use of our buildings, which if adopted, 
will make it much more comfortable and pleasant for the in- 
mates. There has been a great deal of painting and repairing 
done under the supervision of Mr. MeGirr. This has shown a 
ereat improvement in the appearance of the outside of the 
buildings, and especially in the appearance of the inside. 

One or more of the Commissioners have made it a practice 
to visit the County Home once a week. This program was sug- 
gested by Mr. McGirr, and appears to work out satisfactorily 
for all parties concerned. 

The Commissioners’ office has not appeared to have done 
quite as much welfare work as during the previous year. How- 
ever over twenty Old Age Assistance cases were added to the 
County bills during the year. Affidavits were taken in these 
cases and some of them necessitated a lot of research work to 
prove birth and other facts before they were eligible. Similar 
work was done for a few people so that they could get Aid to 
the Needy Blind and Aid to the Totally and Permanently Dis- 
abled. Many welfare families, past and present, and needy 
people having no settlement, were given surplus foods the same 
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as last vear. Regulations are so strict that exact account, sig- 
natures and reports have to be kept for every article of food 
oiven, 

With nearly fifty children on the County board and eare list 
right along, there is need of frequent home visits, services to 
these children for doctors, clinics and outfitting for special 
clothing. Older boys and girls are encouraged to earn their 
own board during the summer vacation. Two girls were taken 
this vear as well as last, to the Weirs where they worked in a 
fine, private home where summer boarders are taken. Twelve 
County children had to be removed from the Daniel Webster 
Home and in cooperation with the State Welfare Office, other 
boarding homes were found for them. Several children were 
brought to Keene for eye examination and through the cooper- 
ation of the Keene Lions Club, glasses were given them. Pro- 
vision has been made for several needy children to have hot 
school launches. 

During the past year our office was very sorry to hear of 
the deaths of Mr. Benjamin F. Sherman and Mr. Ned D. San- 
born, each of whom served the County as Superintendent of 
the County Home for several years. Recently Mr. and Mrs. 
Sherman were in charge of the Daniel Webster Home where © 
they took a personal interest in the children which we sent to 
them and gave them a fine home and training. Also last May, 
the sudden death of our office stenographer, Mrs. Pearl Aldrich 
was a great shock to those who worked with her. Mrs. Aldrich 
was a very faithful worker for the County for nearly twelve 
vears and is greatly missed. 

We wish to extend our thanks to the superintendent, matron, 
and all other employees for their fine cooperation in improving 
the home and making it a pleasant place for the inmates.

We hereby submit our annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1955, for the Cheshire County Home and In- 
firmary 

We first wish to say that the extensive alterations and re- 
decorating plans that were offered by you, the Co ommissioners, 
are being carried out with very satisfactory results. 

The exterior of the cottage has been painted, all of the roofs 
repaired and painted, also “porch roofs and floors. The office 
and the front hall were redecorated at the same time, while 
the lavatory and washroom in passageway between the cottage 
and main building resilled, floored and tiled. 

The cow barn has been completely resilled with cement in- 
cluding the window sills. The interior of the cow barn, horse 
barn, milk room and boiler room repainted. The vegetable 
cellar was completely cleaned and a new potato bin made. A 
new septic tank installed at the “Blood Place” as were new 
sills on the north and west wall of the house.
